MERCANTILE BANK NOTE ~ 
ISSUE.’ : 


One of two Bills introduced by the 
Hon. Mr. Pollock was intituled an 
Ordinance to extead for a fnrther 
feriod the powers granted by the Mer- 
esatile Bank Note Issue ‘Ordinance 
I911. to the Mercantile Banik of India, 
Ltd., to make, ‘issue, re-issue and 
circulate notes in the Colony. 

Moving the first reading Mr. Pollock 
explained that the present power of 
the Bank to make, issue, re-issue and 
circulate notes in the Colony, which 
was granted by Ordinance in the year 
1911, would expire in the normal 
course on the 28th December of this 
Fear. It was proposed by clause 2 of 
the Bill to extend that period of ex 
piry till the 13th August, 1929, after 
which date the Bank would cease to 
issue or reissue notes but should re- 
decm any totes which it should bave 
previously issued or re-issued. 

Hon, Mr. Ho Fook seconded, and 
the Bill passed the first reading.
